— The main b uilding of the Frances 
Schreimer seminary , one of the old­ 
est colleges in northern Illinois, was 
b urned to the ground here this m orn­ 
ing b y a tire which was discovered 
ab out 5 o’clock, after it had gained 
such headway that it was impossib le 
to check it. 
The b uilding was used partly as a 
dormitory and the students rooming 
there were forced to run for their 
lives without securing any of their 
b elongings, many of them b eing clad 
only in their night clothing. 
It cannot b e learned how the fire 
originated, and it had gained such a 
start tha t the b uilding was doomed 
from the time the flames were first 
discovered. 
The fire 
departm ent 
rendered all the assistance possib le 
in saving what property could b e re­ 
moved b efore the flames enveloped 
the entire b uilding. 
The two oth­ 
er b uildings of the school did not 
catch fire. 
The Frances Schreimer seminary 
is a famous school and has an ex ­ 
cellent reputation. 
Upon the death 
of its founder a few y ears ago the 
tne school was 
affiliated with the 
University of Chicago, so there is no 
question b ut what the b urned b uild­ 
ing will b e replaced. 
The loss of the 
b uilding is estimated at $10,000.

While waiting at Waukegan for 
his train to Chicago, where he was to

Foote. Wade leaped in front of the 
Green Bay train on the North-W est­ 
ern railway . 
People who saw Hie accident $ay it 
it was a delib erate attem pt to end his ■ 
life. 
Ho had gone to the depot and ; 
walked south along the tracks b e- j 
fore the train came into the station. 
He walked near to the southb ound 
track and, according to the engineer, 
J. P. Max well, and others, lie glanc­ 
ed b ack as the train came along b e­ 
hind him. 
As the engine was almost upon 
him he threw himself down across 
the rails as though he wished to b e 
cut in two. 
The minister was hurled 
through the air b y tb e engine and se­ 
verely cut and b ruised.

Asked again as to how the acci­ 
dent had happened Mr. W ade said in 
disconnected words: 
“ I was writing to my wife. 
I don’t 
know' how I got south of the depot.” 
"Did y ou intend to jum p in front 
of the train ? ” 
"Not that i rememb er. 
Do they 
think I did?” 
The injured pastor seemed to show- 
great concern over not b eing ab le to 
attend his hearing and requested that 
Attorney Brown b e called. 
He con­ 
tinually ex pressed concern over the 
possib ility of Attorney Brovin having 
to forfeit the b ond he had put up. 
Wade had written a letter to his 
wife just j b efore going to the train. 
The missive, which was found in his 
pocket, was written in a ramb ling 
m anner and referred to an accident 
which he had encountered in Chi­ 
cago some time ago, one which af­ 
fected him, b ut from which he felt he 
would soon recover. The envelope in 
which the letter was placed was not 
addressed.

“ He say s this is defective and it 
should be amended so that in one 
way or another the national govern­ 
ment may have beter control of the 
subject and prevent not only ex orbi­ 
tant rates but also discrimination in 
favor of a few sihippers. 
“ He wants the law amended so 
that it will he a good law for all men 
and not a law for the advantage of a 
few to the disadvantage of the many . 
President 
Roosevelt say s th a t 
the 
law, as it stands today , is not good 
enough. 
Now the members and the 
frineds of the federal machine in Ill­ 
inois and the W ashington sy ndicate 
are lay ing stress on the fact that 
their candidate for the senate in this 
campaign, Sthelby M. Cullom, had a 
great deal to do with, or was actual­ 
ly the author of the law.

and financial maters, told rue that it 
was entirely a railroad measure and 
had ben worth $5 00,000,000 to the 
roads in twenty -five y ears. 
“ I do not know what trutffi there 
is in either statem ent, but it oc­ 
curs to me that it would be better 
fo r Cullo m’« friends to stop making 
false charges that I am cldse to rail­ 
roads when the president o f th e Unit­ 
ed States declares that the interstate 
commerce law, with which they as­ 
sociate him, is defective.
